On May 8 one additional 
case of smallpox devel- 
oped in one of the segre- 
gation groups. Patient 
placed in hospital. Con- 
tacts bathed and disin- 
fected, and barracks dis- 
infected. On May 11 a 
mild case of varioloid 
developed in another 
group; 7 persons not con- 
tacts were released on 
the 11th. No new cases. 
In quarantine 62 pris- 
oners and 14 guards. 

70 crew, 8 second-class, 
and 386 steerage passen- 
gers were bathed and 
their effects and bag- 
gage disinfected.
